From all CTer the conntnr training reporta are 
of the aame tenor in regard to the forward con- 
dition of the raeera and their general Inaty good 
health. Down eaat hardly a horae that ia a can- 
didate for the Metropolitan, Brooklyn or Bnbnr- 
ban la reported a s aick or ailing in any faahion 
up to date aa the following training report 
from Morning Telegraph giTea eheerfnl eW- 
dence: 

“The time that ha a elapaed aioce the firat pub- 
lication of the weigbta ef the eandidataa in the 
three big |10,0G0 eTenta— the Brooklyn, Bnbnr- 
ban and Brighton Handicape— and the prelimi- 
nary work that haa been done, permita of a re- 
view of the condition of the eligiblea mneh more 
comprehenaive and complete than conld have 
been bad when the allotmenta ware flrat an- 
nounced, in Febmary. At that time the tracka 
in the vicinity of the gronnda where the great 
battlea are to be fought were in a froaen condi- 
tion, and the open air exerciae indulged in gave 
bat little opportunity to inapect the large num- 
ber of raoera that are engaged. Becantly, how- 
ever, the pleasanteat of weather eonditioaa haa 
given ample opportnnitiea for inapectian. and 1 
have Been many more of the handicap diviaion 
at exerciae in the open than daring the aame 
period in any previona year in a long atretch of 
' experience. They are quartered in every diree- 
. tion— Morria Park, Sheepabead Bay, Graveaand, 
Brighton Beach, £aat Millatone, Monmonth 
Park, the Brookdale Farm and other placea 
convenient to the metropolitan tracka. 

“The lot that make their bomea and will hi 
trained at the above pointa have all been per- 
aonally inapeeted, and they never could be 
found in a mere healthy and better aeaaonable 
,condition. Direct ecmmunication haa been 
had with the trainera of Imp and Jean Beraud, 
and the top and next to top weighta are re- 
ported to ba in the flneat poaaible condition. 

“At Morria Park, where P. Belmont’a Ethel- 
bert, the moat ecnapicnona candidate for the 
three big event a, makea hia winter home, there 
are more eligiblea quartered than at any other 
courae. Trainer A. J. Joyner, who handlea 
Etbelbert, haa more offeriaga for the handicape 
in hie barn than any other trainer in the coun- 
try, and hie bid for hocore abould be a for- 
midable one. Beeidee Ethelbert, he haa Mr. 
Belmont’a three-year-old Gonfalon, P. Liorill- 
lard’a three-year-olda David Garrick and Mari- 
bert, and hie own clever fonr-year-cld. Autumn, 

“Etbelbert takea hie exerciae, now that the 
track ia in good galloping condition, in the 
open every day. No horae could poeaibly look 
in better condition than be doee. He abowa no 
effecta of tbe aevere ieflnenaa with which he 
wae attacked at the back end of laet eeaaon. 
which Dr. Eheppard tbongbt might poaaibly 
leave acme bad effecta. He miaaea none of hia 
feed, ia a rarely well behaved thoroughbred in 
hie box, and abonld race np to hia beat mark 
'when tbe trainer geta him fit. 

“David Garrick is undoubtedly a three-year- 
old of promiae. He ahoued racing quality of 
tbe higheat type laat aeaann, and in hia present 
year he will disappoint many good judges if ho 
doee not prove as good aa any, 

“Gonfalon, who always was attractive to look 
at, ia aurpaseieg himae'f in appearance, and if 
he doean’t race there ia nothing in admiring a 
good looking ’aa. 

“Maribert ahowed hia calibre when he took 
Montanic’a measure laat season, and it would 
not take the gieateet turf prophet in the world 
to predict him a bard nnt to crack when he goes 
to the races. 

“Trainer Joyner’a Autumn baa wintered as 
well as anything in his barn, where good condi- 
tion ia BO noticeable. Antninn was a racer in 



hia two-year-old form and may come back to it 
at any time. 

“J. Boden’a Firearm, who only appears in the 
Brooklyn event, where be carries 115 panada, 
ia me of the moat preaentable looking thor- 
eughbreda at the track. He took tbe Juvenile 
in bis youngster year. Ha was always an ‘early 
to hand’ horae, and with hia great speed he 
may catch the judge’s eye first. 

“Trainer William Karriok’a candidates, Kirk- 
wood and Intrusive, which are only carded ia 
the Brooklyn and Suburban ara oat on tbe 
track every day and they will be ready with the 
firat when they are called npan. From a class 
point cf view they do net figure aa well aa Jean 
Beraud, Etbelbert and Imp, but Castaway II. 
captured tbe Brooklyn race once, aad who 
knows where llghtniitg will strike ogainl 
“G. B. Smith’s string always make their head* 
quarters at Morris Park daring tbe winter. 
The atable’a fast runner, Lothario, appears in 
both the Brooklyn and Suburban with 107 
pounds. Be is at routine work on the track 
every day and hia improved looks and hia well- 
known flight of speed may act an an eye-opener 
to the field. 

“William Oliver’s Warrenton, who stables on 
the baokatretcb of the big eonrse, and ia an 
eligible for all three of the handicaps, never 
misses a day on the track and looks in remark- 
ably fine fix to be sent down the line. 

“J, H. McAvoy’a handioap eligible. Prince 
McClnrg, is training at the Oneck Stabla’a 
bam, and never looked better before. He la on 
t be track every day, and there will be nothing 
ceming to him from a training point of view. 

“At Sheepabead Bay there are several of the 
handicap diviaion quartered, and aa they are 
all in fine shape and going right along in tbe 
open, tbe fields in the exciting events are bound 
to be large. E. F. Simms’ Tbe Kentuckian, in 
charge of trainer Hawkina, never miaaea a day 
on the track, and the trainer expects him to 
show a much better horse this season than be 
did last. 

“Frank Brown’s good racer. Survivor, which 
ia an eligible for the Brooklyn and Suburban, 
with 100 pounds up In each, ia a familiar sight 
on tbe course every day, and aa he ia capable of 
ru nning a great race at times he may give tbe 
atarteiB some trouble. 

“Lewis Elmore’s Candida tea, Strathconan and 
Sarmatian, have been familiar with open air 
work for some time, and there will be nothing 
lacking when they are brought to face tbe flag, 
“H. Engece Leigh haa hia great mare May 
Hempstead, who ia an eligible for tbe Brooklyn 
and Suburban, with 115 and 114 ponnda respec- 
tively, out cn the Brooklyn track or tbe Boule- 
vard every day, and she looks to have wintered 
well and ought to race with tbe best. 

“Trainer Frank McCabe never miasea a day’s 
ontieg on tbe track or infield with hia pair of 
candidates, Marblehead and Half Time, and 
they look as if they ought to do the stable 
honor. 

“E. L. Graves’ pair of eligiblea, Box and King 
Barleycorn, never miaa a morning on tbe Brook- 
lyn track, infield or Boulevard, end both look 
aa good aa could be asked, and King Barley- 
corn especially has thickened and filled out 
i mmensely, and no more wears the single atom- 
ached appearance that racegoers were so famil- 
iar with last aaaaon. 

S “Tbe Monmouth Park Handicap contingent 
is represented by young Charles Littlefield and 
Smith & Midgley. Mr. Littlefield baa Latson. 
who goes in the Brooklyn and Suburban with 
103 i>oundB, and in tbe Brighton with 102. Tbe 
horae looks remarkably well, is taking hia open 
air work on the track and perfect Jersey roada 
without a hitch, and with bis light impost haa 
certainly a chance. 



“Smith A Midglay’a eligiblra. Grayfeld and 
Colonel Booaevelt, trained by Willie Midgley, 
have bad every advantage of a good track and 
open roads to train over, and they ara in fine 
forward condition. 

“Colonel Boosavalt is carded only in the 
Brighton event, with 99 pounds, and as it will 
be remembered that ha showed every dlapoai- 
tion to go tbe route laat season, and was good 
at tbe laat end ef the year, he abowa to have a 
look in. Greyfald is much of a gentleman on 
looks and a fast racer, but is of doubtful data 
for the handicaps. 

“Trainer C. H. Hill’s Bcannel, wbogoeafor 
the Brooklyn event with 104 pounds, haa had 
gool, uaeful training work over tbe roads, and 
ia anre to be ready when he is wanted. 

“W. C. Whitney’a Montanic, an eligible for 
the three eventa, ia in the bands ef Trainer 
Thomas Walth, who handles the string of the 
Measra. Fleiachmann at Millatone, N. J. Tbe 
good three- year-old ia in perfect condition for 
training work when Trainer Welsh is ready.”
